PARENTS PROMINENT 

In the first place, Moody stated, 
each of the three boys who have 
confessed to the plot is a son of 
prominent parents in Anaheim and 
heretofore has never been in trou- 
ble. The asserted ieader, a boy 
of 11, is said to de unusually 
bright. His companions, 13 and 
16. are also declared to be above 
the ave in mentality. The 11- 
year-old y and the 18-year-old 
boy dare brothers.

The third note, received last 
night, simply stated: We will kill 
you with a dagger.“ . 

Although the two notes 
were not taken seriously, the last 
one started an investigation. The 
boys were taken near the Messmer 
home after J. P. Kuchel reported 
he saw them throwing stones on 
the Messmer porch. 


READ OF FRANKS CASE 

In the confessions said to have 
been wbtained by Moody the 11 
year-old boy is declared to have 
said they intended to carry out the 
threats. The boy told of reading 
accounts of the sensational Franks 
case, Moody said, and bragged that 
they “could get away with it.” He 
is said to have admitted writing 
the notes. 

Mrs. Messmer, mother of little 
Joseph, was said to have been 
prostrated by the threats and is 
still in an extremely nervous con- 
She told Moody that she 
could think of no reason why the 
boys would want to make away 
with her son. He is rather deli- 
cate, she said, and had not been a 
playmate of the three boys.

ATTORNEYS IN CLASH 

The proceedings were enlivened 
by a heated three-cornered clash 
between Dr. Church, Clarence 8. 
Darrow, chief of defense counsel, 
and Robert E. Crowe, State's At- 
torney, curtailed only when Judge 
Caverly ordered a five-minute re- 
cess. 

Mr. Darrow was questioning Dr. 
Church as to the guise under 
which he had approached the 
youthe. 

“Now, isn’t it a fact that you 
went to them only for the sake of 
getting evidence on which they 
could be hanged?” Mr. Darrow 
shot at the witness. 

Dr. Church asserted that he had 
been introduced to the youths as 
a doctor and that the purpose of 
his visit was explained to them. 

“You know that isn’t true, Mr. 
Darrow.“ he replied heatedly, 
Shaking his finger a‘ the defense 
attorney. Mr. Crowe was on his 
feet shouting for the doctor to 
continue his reply while at the 
same time Mr. Darrow uttered an 
apology and requested the question 
be stricker from the record as an 
inadvertence.”

COALS TO NEWCASTLE 


Journal discusses a situation of 
growing interest and importance 
to the live-stock industry center- 
ing in Los Angeles as follows: 
“One of the large meat jobbers 
in Los Angeles last week received 
a shipment of ribs and loins of beef 
from New York. This beef is be- 
ing used in the fine hotels, cafes 
and clubs of Los Angeles, the job- 


ber declaring that the quality of 
beef procurable in California was 
not of sufficiently good quality for 
this outlet. ; 

There are a good many lessons 
in this incident—wh is by no 
means an unusual occuFrence. The 
cattle probably were raised on 
| the range, shipped several hun- 
dred miles to a Middle West mar- 
ket, sold to a Middle West co 
feeder, shipped to a Middle West 
stock yards, purchased by a rep- 
resentative of a big packinghouse, 
| shipped on to New York kor 
slaughter, a ride of several hun- 
dred more milea 

“There is a big Kosher trade in 
New York, similar to a Los An- 
geles Jewish demand but a great- 
er volume. The chucks were sold 
principally to orthodox Jewish 
butchers; the ribs and loins were 
then placed on board a steamship 
with refrigeration facilities and 
after a seventeen-day journey 
down the Atlantic Coast, through 
the Panama Canal and up the Pa- 
cific Coast, unloaded at 
geles Harbor and placed 
coolers of the local jobber. 

The jobber paid a long price for 
those ribs and loins but he has no 
difficulty in making a good profit 
because he supplies the quality of 
beef that his trade wants. And 
that trade, by the way, consumes 
two to four carloads of chdice 
beef each week at the high prices 
necessarily charged. The demand 
would be quadrupled at once if the 
price could be brought down a 


few cents a nound—whic would 
easily be possible if the beef were 
fed in ifornia. That's the 


first lesson we gained when the 
jobber told us the incident.

E INSURANCE NEWS 
HEAVY MORTALITY 

During the past sixty years some 
1500 fire insurance companies have 
been organized and entered for 
business in the United States, but. 
today less than 350 survive. Dur- 
ing this time the companies have 


4 out in losses and cost of do- 
— business about 3100.00, 
more than they have received. 

All our modern life is dependent 
upon insurance. There could be 
no credits in business, no ten- 
sive commerce, no highly special- 
ized financial system, and no per- 
sonal and family security without 
Insurance. Being semipudlie 
business, it is of great interest to 
the public. 

Speaking now especially of fire 
insurance, this is in two principal 
elements, safety and cost. The 
people demand that their insur- 
ance shall be unquestionably safe. 
This is of paramgunt impor- 
tance. Insurance comfanties are the 
soundest of our financial institu- 
tions as regards the insured. State 
laws and supervision see to this. No 
business is subject to stricter laws 


er accountable to closer super- 
vision, or the object of greater 
publicity. 


Yet no 
n of retiremen - 
— th fire insurance. This 
is because policy holders are pro- 
tected at the cost, if necessary, of 
the stockholders. Not only are 
losses promptly paid, but the law 
compels the companies to set aside 
a sufficient fund to safely reinsure 
their outstanding business in case 
of retirement. This protects the 
policy holders. But if income over 
losses and expenses is not enough 
to provide for this reinsurance re- 
serve, the surplus, which belongs 
to the stockholders, is drawn upon. 
If the capital becomes impaired, 
one of four things must be done. 
The company must reduce its cap- 
ital stock or assess the stockhold- 
merge with another com- 
pany, or reinsure its outstanding 
riske and retire. 
On January 1, 1871, there were 


105 fire insurance companies in 


New York. Only twenty of these 
are now in existence. 
date eighty-one companies have 
been organized in New York. Only 
twenty-four of these survive. Of 
the total of 180 companies, there- 
fore, 142 have been taxed out by 


the States and burned out on ac- 


count of excessive fire waste, and 
what remained of their $30,000,- 
000 of capital has been invested in 
more profitable ventures. 

Out of a great number of com- 
panies organized in the Western 
States previous to 1900, only two 
of any importance survive inde- 
pendently—the Firemen’s Fund of 
San Francisco and the Home Fire 
of Utah. And the first of these 
assessed its stockholders in 1906 
390 per cent on the capital as of 
that date. 

These statistics prove that fire 
insurance is not highly profitable, 
as most people think: that capital 
invested in the business is subject 
to great risks; and that the policy 


holders are protected at all has- 


ards. 

No other business hazards its 
capital stock as much as fire in- 
surance. Stockholders are likely 
to suffer heavy assessments or lose 
their entire investment when con- 
flagrat lions occur. Hence they 
should de entitled to good profits 
‘In favorable years. Yet taking the 
average, even of successful com- 
panies, there is practically no un- 
derwriting profit over a term of 
years. Stockholders in fire in- 
surance companies endanger their 
holdings in bad years and receive 
a very meager profit in good years. 

The companies must not only 
meet current losses and expenses, 
and maintain a reinsurance re- 
serve, but they must build up an 
immense reserve to provide for the 
ever-present conflagration hazard. 
When all these are taken from the 
company’s income, very little is 
left for stock dividends. In the 
last ten years, in fact, the success- 
ful American companies have suf- 
fered an average underwriting loss 
of about sixty-two hundredths of 1 
per cent. Investment profits can- 
not be counted because these could 
have been earned in other fields 
without the risk attending fire un- 
derwriting.

Whether there are powder burns 
around the wound which killed 
Mrs. Theresa Mors was not defi- 
nitely determined yesterday by an 
autopsy performed by County Au- 
topsy Surgeon Wagner, according 
to Detective Lieutenant Craig: Dr. 
Wagner said an analysis of the 
tissues both inside and outside of 
the head will be necessary for cer- 


portant one tn view of the declara- 
tion that McCoy's dead love com- 
mitted suicide. 

Thie analysis will be made by 
the county chemist, and may not 
be completed in time for the in- 
quest, which was scheduled for 
2 p.m. today at the morgue of 
Robinson & Adair. 817 West Six- 
teenth street. Whether the in- 
quest will be conducted then or 
postponed till the analysis can be 
finished was not determined yes- 
terday. Dr. Wagner said he 
thought a postponément likely, as 
he believed the analysis will prob- 
ably take two or more days. 

„am unable to say positively 
whether or not her death could 
have been suicide,” said Dr. Wag- 
ner, “but the analysis will deter- 
mine that.” 

The bullet entered half an inch 
in front of the left ear and lodged 
behind the right eye, the autopsy 
showed. On the chest was found 
a laceration or cut, on the under 
side of the left forearm another, 
about an inch long. while the 
woman's lip bore a third cut about 
one and a half inches in length. 
All three cuts appeared to have 
been made by a knife. 

The cut on the lip could not 
have been made by a blow, it was 
said, neither the gum nor the in- 
side of the lip was injured. There 
were bruises on the under side of 
both upper arms, at the lower 
end of the biceps muscle. 

Dr. Wagner said he would not 
file his report until the analysis is 
finished, and that if the inquest is 
conducted today he will not be 
able to give conclusive testimony.

000 tons. Most of this material 
was lumber used for building pur- 
poses, and it reveals more clearly 
than anything else the astounding 
growth of your city.” ' 

Mr. Lewis is the member of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
in charge of the valuation of the 
railroads dt the United States. He 
referred to the formidable propor- 
tions of the work of fixing these 
valuations in every part of 
country.

Great Tuna Fleet, Idle for 
Nearly Month, at Sea 


Settlement Paves Way for 
Canneries’ Reopening 


Albacore Catches Expected 
Some Time Today 


Los Angeles Harbor's great tuna- 
fishing fleet, comprising 750 boats, 
turned their noses toward the sea 
at sunset last night in quest of the 
delectable albacore, the “chicken 


of the sea,” after a cessation of 
nearly a month due to a contro- 
versy over prices to be paid fish- 
ermen by the canneries. 

An agreement was reached at 
Fish Harbor between representa- 
tives of the opposing forces yester- 
day. whereby the canneries agree 
to pay $179 a ton for the fish. The 
fishermen agreed. The contract is 
expected to hold during the re- 
maining six weeks of the season. 

Not only the local fleet, but also 
the hundreds of vessels supplying 
albacore to Long Beach - and San 
Diego canneries got under way last 
night. as the agreement is acceded 
to By all fishery interests in South- 
ern California with one or two 
small exceptions. 

The agreement means not only 
the resumption of fishing by ap- 
proximately 2400 fishermen at Los 
Angeles Harbor, but also the re- 
sumption of work in the canneries, 


more than 3000 persons, mostly 
women and girls.

FRUIT IN NEW ZEALAND 

The total area in orchards in 
New Zealand is growing. Nearly 
150,000 cases of apples were ex- 


ported during the 1923 export sea- 
son, and of these 102,200 cases 


were shipped to Great Britain: 
40,968 to uth America, and 4512 
to Honolulu, these figures consti- 
tuting a record quantity for ex- 
ports from the Dominion in any 
one year. It its anticipated that 
the total export of fruit from New 
Zeaiand during the present season 
will be more th 00,000 cases. 
The greater part of the fruit 
shipped to South American mar- 
kets last season was sold at a loss. 
In order to prevent a recurrence 
of such losses this year growers 
have established an advisory com- 
miitee, which is attempting to co- 
ordinate shipments to South Amer- 
lea and to extend other channels 
of trade. Morrover, the govern- 
ment has granted a guarantee of 
2 cents a pound net return on all 
shipments of apples during the 
1924 and 1925 seasons, the guaran- 
tee being restricted to a maximum 
of 250,000 cases.—([Indianapolis 
News.

He is on the 
lookout for precious things, the 
possession of which peeds no pal- 
ace and is not likely to become 
a burden.—[Brandon St. Ives in 
Continental Editor of London Mail.

STOCK RAISERS 


Almost All of San Joaquin's 
Needs Underwritten. 
Local Financiers Are Willing 
to Co- operate Fully 


Loans on Epidemic Run Till 
_ Legislature Meets 


Bankers of San Joaquin Valley 
have underwritten $590,000 of the 
$600,000 bonds needed by their lo- 
cal farmers to restock their herds 
which were destroyed in the foot- 


and-mouth epidemic, according to 
G. H. Hecke, State Director of Ag- 
riculture, who arrived here yester- 
day to arrange with bankers of 
Los Angeles county for the provi- 
sion of funds for farmers of this 
county, pending a convening of the 
Legisulature in January, when 
funds will be appropriated, accord- 
ing to assurance received from Gov. 
Richardson. 

Mr. Hecke, who is chairman of 
a committee consisting of Sam H. 
Greene, secretary of the California 
Dairy Council: Owen Duffy, chief 
appraiser of the Federal Départ- 
ment of Agriculture, and H. W. 
Levers, chief accountant of the 
State Department of Agriculture, 
yesterday interviewed bankers and 
cattlemen in regard to the indem- 
nities to be paid by the State for 
cattle slaughtered during the epi- 
Gemic, The loca] bankers already 
interviewed by the committee have 
signified their willingness to co- 
operate in every way possible. The 
claims of the farmers are equally 
shared by the State and Federal 
government. The Federal claim 
have been already paid. 


ORIGINAL FUND GONE 


The committee is following the 
suggestion of the Governor that it 
interview cattlemen and bankers, 
explaining that the remainder of 
the indemnities will be paid by the 
State when funds are appropriated 
dy the Legislature which convenes 
in January. The original fund of 
$500,000, provided by the bankers 
of the State, when the Governor 
declared a deficiency appropriation 
for the State Department of Agri- 


culture, has been only partly ex- 
hausted.

Valley, obtained sufficient funds to 
meet all but $10,000 of the 3600.

CO-OPERATION GIVEN 


_ Mr. Hecke stated that those who 
buffered loss in the epidemic 
should be informed of the existing 
conditions and every effort would 
be made to offer them relief where 
it is necessary. 

“We regret that these indem- 
nities cannot be paid immediately,” 
said Mr. Hecke. “However, upon 
the convening of the Legislature, 
funds will be provided to pay all 
claims. Before that time State 
funds cannot be provided, In the 
meanwhile, by the co-operation of 
the bankers and cattlemen, I think 
that we can adjust finances 80 
that farmers can buy cattle imme- 
diately. The response in the San 
Joaquin Valley to our plan of aid- 
tne the farmers has met with the 
whole-hearted support of the bank- 
ers. Their assistance indicates the 
substantial basis on which the live- 
stock industry is built and is proof 
that the farmers n endure and 
fight through such an epidemic. 
We expect that within a few days 
Los Angeles county bankers will 
have agreed to finance the local 
farmers and we think the same will 
be true of the bankers throughout 
the State.”
